choose. Fram a popular point of 
view, I suppose, the. mummies 
come. first, for. ‘these have 
always made the widest pos-| 
sible: appeal to- -the — historic 
imagination, and we shall not be 
far wrong probably in assuming 
that to the majority of visitors the 
Egyptian and Assyrion antiquities, 
taken “collectively, are” the most} 
impressive contents of the British ! 
Museum, So familiar to us to-day ! 
3s the idea of the British- Museum, { 
so much js Its existence taken for | 
granted, that some, people are 
inclined to think. that its origin, 
Uke that of the British Constitue 
tion, js lost in the mists of time, 
yet as a matter of fact it is a com- 
paratively modern institution, its, 
foundation dating only from 1753, 
when the Government of the day 
purchased the vast and miscel+ 
laneous collection - of Sir Hans 
Sloane., - 
FAMOUS COLLECTIONS.” 
_ Court physician in turn to 
‘George I. and George II, ‘Sir 
Hans Sloane, in the course of a 
Jong Hfe (1660-1753), amassed a 
iibrary .and_.a vast. mis- 
cellaneous collection of curiosities. 
Excluding -the printed books 
and over 4,000 manuscripts, the 
Sloane Collection consisted of 
about—200,000.—articles,-includ- 
fog. Egyptian; Greek, Etruscan, 
Roman, British, and American 
antiquities; as ‘well as” animal, 
vegetable, and mineral specimens. 
This great collection and library, 
housed ‘in his manorshouse 
at Chelsea, Sloane bequeath. 
ed to a body of — trustees 
composed of the Kiog, the Prince 
of Wales, the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, the Lord Chancellor, and 
other “experienced and judicious 
persons, who are above all low and 
mean, views,” with the stipulation 
that “a consideration of £20,000" 
should ‘be paid to his executors if 
the English Government assented 
to-his-museum-and-library-becom- 
ing the property of. the nation. 
Meanwhile, some fifty years earlier, 
the nation had inherited the‘Jibrary 
and collection of Sir Robert Cotton 
(1570-163). The bringing to- 
gether-of these two collections and 
the housing of them in-Montague 
House, Bloomsbury—bought for 
£10,000 in 1753—was the drixin of 
the British Museum as we know it 
to-day. | 
THE ELGIN MARBLES. 


The British Museum became 
world-famous at a bound in 
1801-1803, when the Earl. of Elgia 
brought to England from. the 
Parthenon at Athens, those price- 
less.remains.of Greek sculpture. of. 
the finest period known as “The| 
Elgin Marbles.” If we are to 
reckon .as the chief treasures of 
the British Museum those things 
which other nations would most 
dearly love to possess, then T fancy 
we must give first place to " The 
Three Fates” and the “Theseus” 
from the Eastern Pediment of the 
Parthenon, the “Hilssos” and “Iris” 
from the Western Pediment, 
and the ‘famous Frieze of the 
Parthenon, that band.of sculpture 
in low relief which “represents the 
procession of .the’ Panathenaic 
festival. These Elgin Marbles are’ 
universally ‘acknowledged to be 
the finest representations of the 
human form in statuary that. exist, 
but the British Museum also 
possesses many other suporb, ex- 
amples of Greek sculpture, notably 
the beautiful “Statue of:Demeter.” 
from Cnidos, the portrait-heads of 
Pericles'and Alexander the Great, 
and the sculptural remains: from 
the great Temple. of Diana. at 
eae mentioned. by St... Paul 
(Acts xix.) 

THE ROMAN’ EMPERORS. 

Less wonderful as works of art 
—though the beauty of the work- 
manship should not be ignored— 
are the portrait heads of the Roman 
emperors, Julius Casar, Tiberius, 
Nero, Titus, Marcus Aurelius, etc., 
in the Roman Gallery, a series of 
Doble busts which, more than any- 


thing else, makes classical history |. 


a living’ thing .to-the schoolboy. 
Equally illuminating historically, 
‘and-of particular interest to our- 
selves, $s the collection “upstairs 
of pottery, jewllery, .. utensils, 
brooches, | €tc., -belonging . ito 
the—period_of_the Roman. oc- 
Cupation “of Britain (AD.
